The amowit of this fund in the hands of the Trustees is the same 
as reported last year, $10,000.00. The income for the year, 1889, 
$600.00, has been paid into the town treasury. ‘The Legacy be- 
queathed by the late Paran Stevens, $40,000.00, remains as hereto- 
fore, and it is uncertain when the amount will be paid over to the 
town, as the affairs of the estate are in litigation. 

A suit has been commenced by the Executors for the purpose of 
obtaining an order from the Court to sell the real estate to pay off 
the debts and legacies. We regard this as substantial progress. 
We can only reiterate what we have previously reported, that we 
have no doubt regarding the ultimate payment of the legacy with 
interest as the several legacies in the Will have been declared by the 
Court a lien upon the real estate, the value of which is much moré 
than the amount of the legacies. Hon. Wm. M. Evarts has been 
employed by the committee appointed by the town, to urge in the 
Courts such action as shall hasten the settlement of the Stevens es- 
tate, and the payment of the legacy to the town of Claremont as 
was fully intended by the generous donor.

Another year has passed by ; and still no progress has been made 
toward the preventing of the yearly recurrence of the diseases which 
our lack of proper sewerage inevitably brings to us. There seems 
_ to be comparitively few who realize the great danger the health of our 
, town is in from the above cause. To a great many, especially those — . 
” who are accustomed to living out of the village where there is Bh, 
ey of pure air and soil to absorb the impurities, which, in a — ‘ 
crowded village, saturates the soil and breeds disease, it seems im- | 
i possible that lack of proper sewerage can bear no dangerous results. Ki 
_ Nevertheless it is true that many are made sick, and a great many ba 
‘ie 4 more suffer from the effects of it, while they still keep about their 
work. This is an evil that must be remedied and the longer it is ny: 
Bae off the more sickness and death will be recorded against it. 
Whether it should be done at the expense of the town as a whole, 
a at the expense of a portion of it, we will not discuss, but will. ‘ 
~ leave that for the town to decide. We would earnestly urge the 

town to make a beginning in the matter at once, and then press for- 

ward to its completion as fast as possible. There certainly should 
7 be some progress made the coming year.

1 nine cases of ease is with a total of six deaths in all. 
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During the hot weather there was almost a daily call from some 
portion of the village on account of nuisances caused by sink drains 
or excrementious matter that had been allowed to collect and be- 
come offensive from lack of proper carefulness. At such times the 
Board of Health have always responded immediately, and usually 
by making a personal inspection of the premises, and, in no case, 
have they found the complaint ungrounded. During the year they 
have answered over forty calls and have endeavored to see that the 
nuisances were properly dispensed with. In nearly every case they 
have found the townspeople in sympathy with their efforts and wil- 
ling to right any wrong: but occasionally they met opposition or 
negligence, which they were forced to deal with in an authoritative . 
manner, but always with success. In one instance they were in 
doubt as to the best method of remedying or relieving a nuisance, 
and that was in regard to the sewer on Hanover Street. On care- 
ful examination they found that no less than seven privies emptied 
their contents into an old stone drain which came to the surface 
within a few feet of the sidewalk near Mr. Gell Lenven’s tenement 
block on North Street. After consulting with them the Selectmen 
agreed to lay a tile drain from the terminatien of the sewer to the 
river ; but cold weather came on before it was accomplished and the 
sewer still remains in the same unhealthful condition, and will, 
doubtless, be called to the attention of the next Board of Health and 
we hope it will be met: with better results. 

We would also call the attention of the town to the nuisance of 
throwing waste, filth and vegetable matter into the ditches by the 
roadside, in or near the outskirts of the village, it not only makes 
an unsightly piace, but itis a breeder of filth and disease, and should 
be stopped by proper means however strenuous. ‘There are a few 
owners of houses and of blocks also, who persist in keeping their 
premises and surroundings in a filthy and unhealthy condition, but 
we are glad to say that they are few, and we hope the numbers will 
continue to decrease.

Report of Stevens High School 


; Committee, 


During the past year there has been several changes in the teach- 
ing force of the school. It became painfully evident to the Commit- 
tee, during the summer vacation, that Prof. Hastings, who, for the 
past eight years, had so successfully managed the school, would 
probably go to a larger field—every eftort to keep him, was tried, 
in vain. The Committee did not have the money, necessary to retain 
him, to offer. We cordially wish him unbounded success in his new 
place. Mr. Hastings is a man whom any community can ill afford 
to lose, but ‘‘what is our loss is another’s gain”. He and his family 
are very much missed in our town. Miss Jessie kX. Bigelow, teacher 
in the Classical Department, also sent her resignation to the Com- 
mittee. She was faithful and painstaking in ber work, and had 
endeared herself to her pupils and a host of friends besides. Miss 
Josephine Steele, teacher in the English Department, also resigned, 
thus causing three vacancies. ‘The Committee at once set resolutely 
at work to fillthem.  Ajter receiving many applications, aud inter- 
viewing several gentlemen wiih reference to the principalship of the 
school, the Committee invited Prof. 4i. C. Smart of Biddeford, Me., 
to the position. Mr. Smart is a teacher of large experience and 
learning. He has traveled quite extensively for the purpose of ex- 
tending his education and to aid him in his chosen profession. He 
comes here warmly recommended by teachers of repute, who are 
well known to the committee. 

It goes without saying, that to take up the labor and follow so 
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popular a man as Mr. Hastings, is no easy task. But we bespeak 
tor Mr. Smart the kind indulgence of our townspeople until he shall 
have familiarized himself with the school, pupils and the work of the 
same. We have no doubt but that he will maintain the school in 
its present high position. We hope that in the near future the school 
may obtain the legacy bequeathed to it by its founder; then we will 
be able to push the standard even higher than at present. Of 
Miss Nellie B. Spaulding whvu -takes Miss Bigelow’'s place, we can 
say that she is popular with the school and is doing good, earnest, 
faithful work; and the department is not suffering in her hands. 
Miss Florence K. Bailey who succeeds Miss Steele. is a graduate of 
Stevens High School and also of Smith College. This is her first 
experience in teaching, and if we are able to judge by her work thus 
far, we can say, that she is the mght person in the right place. 
Miss Nellie C. Lewis is the only teacher who has been connected 
with the school for any length of time. No praise of her work by 
us is necessary. She is one of the best teachers the school has ever 
had. The Committee, last year, raised her salary one hundred dol- 
lars, and they will not feel satisfied until she receives the full amount 
_paid to any of the assistant teachers.

Report of the School Board 


OF THE Town ScHOooL DISTRICT FOR THE YEAR ENDING 


MARCH TI, 1800. 


There have been thirty-three weeks of school during the 
past year, in each of the schools, except as noted in the table 
accompanying this report, where, in some cases, a school has 
been closed one or two weeks on account of the illness of the 
teacher, usually in the winter term, on account of the preva- 
lent epidemic, which was severe, and interfered to an unusual 
extent with the regularity of the attendance of most of the 


schools, but not to such a degree as to close the schools, ex- 


cepting when the teacher became the victim. 

The schools of the Primary and Grammar departments, 
having become much overcrowded, it became necessary to 
provide additional accommodations for their use. The School 
Board, having consulted the District, fitted the up-stairs room 
of the Broad street Primary school house with modern seats, 
new blackboards, &c., for an additional Primary school, and 
employed Miss Lottie Williamson, a graduate of the Ver- 
mont Normal School, as a teacher. 

This arrangement enabled your Committee to make an 
important improvement inthe grading of the Primary depart- 
ment; while four of our Primary schools had each been 
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teaching Primary classes covering four years’ time, they were 
enabled to so grade the Primaries as to have three schools for 
beginners, or first and second years’ work, taught by Misses 
Jones, Watson and Williamson, all Normal School graduates ; 
and three Primaries. for third and fourth years’ work ; each 
of the schools numbering about fifty scholars, thus relieving 
each teacher of an excess of classes, and rendering her ser- 
vices much more valuable to the school, by giving her more 
time for thorough work ; and we are satisfied that this change 
in grading was the proper one to be made, even. if we had 
not been forced to make it, for lack of sufficient room. 

There are three Intermediate schools, intended to cover 
tne fifth and sixth years of the scholar’s work. 

The Grammar department, which, at the time of consol- 
idation, numbered sixty or seventy scholars, now has more 


than twice that number—has been graded in three classes 
covering three years’ work. To furnish additional room re- 
quired for this department, the School Committee, with Dr. 
O. B. Way and Hon. George H. Stowell appointed by the 
school District as Committee for that purpose, built an ad- 
dition to the Grammar School building fifty-six by thirty-six 
feet, finishing it in two rooms. This gives the Grammar 
School four large. pleasant rooms, all on the ground floor, so 
arranged as to be most convenient for occupancy for the pur- 
poses .of the school, one of which, not yet occupied, is ready 
in case of need. 

Miss Hattie Moses was elected assistant teacher at the 
beginning of the winter term, in place of Miss Foster, re- 
signed, and has served with entire satisfaction, with Misses 
Dow and O'Neil, who have served us so long and _ faithfully 
in this school. We point with a considerable degree of pride 
to this school, believing it to be doing thoroughly progressive 
work, | 

Scholars fitted for the High School here, are well fitted, 
in our judgment, and each year better than the last. We 
think that the A Class this year will have gone over, at the 


50 


end of the year, more than one term’s advance work over 
former years. It will be borne in mind that this year’s class 
for the High School, is the class that entered the Grammar 
School at the time of consolidation ; but, while we especially 
commend this school as being the highest in grade in the 
town system, we also desire to speak in terms of approbation 
of all the schools of the lower grades, knowing that so far as 
their work is thorough and successful, so far they contribute 
to the general good results of all the schools; and we _ be- 
lieve, without claiming perfection, that all our schools are en- 
titled to your commendation and support, and that the teach- 
ers are efficient and faithful. 

The school house at West Claremont, No. 5, has been 
thoroughly repaired outside and in ; clapboarded and painted, 
new chimney built from the ground, new flooring, lath and 
plastering, ceiled and finished in butternut, and furnished 
with modern seats and other furniture. 

The school on Green Mountain for the fall and winter 
terms was consolidated with that in the Bartlett district, with 
manifest advantage to both schools, and, we think, with sat- 
isfaction to patrons and pupils. 

We append a list of scholars neither absent nor tardy 
during the year—which list would be somewhat increased if 
we followed scholars from one school to another which we 
have not done—also, the usual statistical tables.
